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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The subject matter of the claims is clearly made 
obvious by, for example, claim 5 of the perviously copending and now issued application when taken in view of claims 2 and 3 where both 
acceptor and donor impurites are defined as the same species and same concentrations as instantly claimed. This is a semiconductor 
device wherein the light emission layer is layered on the SiC fluorescent and is therefore a substrate thereto. The semiconductor device 
would be understood to be a nitride emission layer as this is the only possibility taught by the copending application. If this weren't the 
case it is clear that the nitride light emission layer of the prior art application would encompass the nitride light emission layer of the instant 
application. Thereafter, overlapping ranges were established and immediately obvious based on the claimed subject matter of the 
perviously copending and now issed application. 
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
